Claims 1, 4, 31 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Slepian et al (Noiseless coding of Correlated Information Sources, IEEE Transaction on 
Information Theory, Vol. IT-19 No. 4, July 1973) in view of Yan et al. (On Instantaneous Codes 
for Zero Error Coding of Two Correlated Sources, IEEE 0-7803-5857-0/00).
